It is a treatise on how to run 
a liberal arts college. It is boldly 
conceived. Some will consider it 
brashly so. But let none think 
that every liberal arts teacher 
will do other than seize upon it 
in the manner described as avid. 


Mr. Ruml baldly asserts, after 
a long, exhaustive study in which 
he had the very best of staff 
assistance, that if American col- 
leges managed their affairs more 
effectively they could just about 
double faculty salaries, improve 
the quality of education and not 
add a dime to tuition costs. 


All this means that a great 
many fathers and mothers will 
run to Mr. Ruml’s report, pub- 
lished this week by McGraw-Hill, 
as prepared for and transmitted 
by the Fund for the Advance- 
ment of Education. 


And, of course, trustees of lib- 
eral arts colleges are likely to be 
leaving early on vacations or call- 
ing conferences to discuss it. The 
latter, of course, is the desired 
consummation. 


Insistent Quality 


None will be able to ignore it. 
Mr. Ruml’s reports have an in- 
sistent quality about being heard. 


Chief among the sparks struck 
off by the Ruml plan are these: 


1. Total courses should be sharp- 
ly reduced, academic deadwood 
should be cut away, and a better 
balance established between large 
and small classes. 


2. The ratio of students to fac- 
ulty should be increased and col- 
leges, instead of priding them- 
selves on having only eight or 
nine students per teacher, should 
accept a ratio of about 20 to 1 
as normal. 


3. Colleges should devise better 
means for organizing the curricu- 
lum and not leave this function at 
the mercy of conflicting pres- 
sures from academic departments. 


4. The old-fashioned recitation 
session has no place in higher 
education and colleges should en- 
courage more independent study 
under faculty guidance. 


_ §. The student’s weekly class- 
room schedule should be cut from 
15 hours to 12, leaving time for 
more adequate preparation and in- 
dependent investigation. 


6. Working conditions for faculty 
should be improved: weekly 
teaching load should be reduced 
to an average of about nine hours 
and ample time provided, includ- 
ing sabbatical leaves, for research, 
writing and professional develop- 
ment. 


7. College budgets should be so 
managed that, to the fullest ex- 
tent possible, money paid by 
students in tuition fees should go 
directly for faculty compensation. 


8. Under the foregoing curricu- 
lum and budgetary arrangements, 
salaries of faculty members could 
be — and should be — practically 
doubled. 


The Teachers 


Ruml may well firmly have 
trapped the teachers. He would

ratio. 


For 1,200 students, for example, 
he would have 60 full-time faculty 
members.

AUGUSTA — The Georgia Psy- 
chiatric Assn. unanimously adopt- 
ed resolutions Sunday night en- 
dorsing the Schaefer Committee 
report on Milledgeville State Hos- 
pital and highly praising Dr. Joe 
Combs for the part he played in 
the committee’s investigation. 


The association, meeting here 
in conjunction with the annual 
Medical Assn. of Georgia conven- 
tion, observed in the resolution 
that the psychiatric profession 
“was distressed by the reveala- 
tions of conditions that existed in 
the state hospital.” 


The resolution stated that the 
MAG committee, headed by Dr. 
W. Bruce Schaefer, encountered 
“difficult problems” in an un- 
precedent investigation but went 
on to complete a thorough inves- 
tigation. 


APPROVES FINDINGS 


The resolution stated that the 
association “approves the MAG 
committee’s finding and supports 
its recommendations.” 


In another resolution, the psy- 
chiatrists praised Dr. Combs for 
the “vigorous and forthright man- 
ner in which he cooperated” with 
the MAG committee “in the in- 
terests of improving the care of 
the mentally ill of this state.” 


Dr. August Yochem of Atlanta 
introduced the resolution com- 
mending Dr. Combs. 


LEADS ASSOCIATION 


Dr. Combs is clinical director of 
the white women’s division at the 
state hospital and is president of 
the Psychiatric Assn. 


The resolution endorsing the 
Schaefer committee report was 
introduced by Dr. Robert Van de 
Wettering of Atlanta. 


In other action, the association 
decided to establish a mental 
health committee to act as ‘“‘liaison 
between the association and all 
interested groups until a satisfac- 
tory solution can be reached in 
thé current Milledgeville State 
Hospital crisis.”

The 17 total complaints from 
Georgia included three on ad- 
ministration of justice, four from 
prison inmates, two each on 
education, employment, and in- 
formation; one on voting, one 
listed as a miscellaneous com- 
plaint, and one as a crank.

Wiped Out 
Easy Way 


By accident, Public Health Serv- 
ice workers in Savannah may 


_|have found a new, simple and in- 


expensive way of killing house- 
hold mosquitoes. 

The story is told in the May 
issue of Public Health reports, 
monthly journal of the service, by 
Willis Mathis, Dr. Richard W. 
Fay, Dr. H. F. Schoff and K. D. 
Quarterman. They work at he 
Savannah laboratories of the 
service’s Communicable Disease 
Center. 

An unopened bag of insecticides 
was left inside a large laboratory 
where adult mosquitoes were con- 
fined for testing. Overnight, most 
of the mosquitoes died. 

Suspecting fumes from the 
closed bag were responsible, the 
scientists decided to experiment. 
Their theory was confirmed. In re- 
peated experiments, the method 
worked—even in rooms that were 
well ventilated. 

Th most effective chemicals 
tested, the service said, were ma- 
lathion and DDVP, used in com- 
bination or separately. 

The scientists said they will 
have to make a more thorough 
study to perfect the technique. 
Particularly, they have to make 
sure all possible hazards to hu- 
mans can be eliminated before 
giving the method final approval.

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Medical Assn. Has 
Great Opportunity 


The Medical Assn. of Georgia is 
meeting in Augusta and we salute its 
members individually and collectively 
for their many contributions over the 
years to human happiness through bet- 
ter health. 

The gathering follows one of the most 
constructive services the association has 
rendered in its history in the study and 
report made by the Schaefer committee 
on mental illness and the Milledgeville 
State Hospital. 

Not only did the committee render 
a great service to Georgia but to the asso- 
ciation and the medical profession. In 
accepting its responsibility for leader- 
ship in this vital field, the association 
has brought much credit to itself. So has 
the committee for doing a thorough job. 

The report and recommendations 
themselves are only a beginning of the 
task ahead. Already, however, some of 
the recommendations are being put into 
effect. They promise a better deal to the 
most important people concerned, the 
mental patients themselves. 

We sincerely hope the association will 
continue its interest and follow through 
with leadership in guiding the state to 
a sensible, workable program for Mil- 
ledgeville hospital and for the mentally 
ill. It can do so in supporting full im- 
plementation of its report, strengthening 
any portions of it which may require 
further action. 

Right now there is some confusion 
about what role the 12-man advisory 
committee will play. The association 
committee saw it as the key to imple- 
menting the entire report. So does Dr. 
William Rottersman, quoted in a story 
yesterday by Jack Nelson to that effect. 
This “vast area,” he declared, requires 
the full attention of a policy-making 
board. As one who helped shape Kansas’ 
model program, his words deserve re- 
spect. 

There is still the problem of who 
finally will control a revamped mental 
health program. While recommending 
that it be placed immediately under the 
State Health Department, the Schaefer 
committee was emphatic in its con- 
clusion that this be only a prelude to 
eventual setting up of a separate mental 
health department, administered by a 
board, 

We trust the Medical Assn. of Georgia 
will give these matters some attention 
during their meeting. It is important 
that the committee have full support if 
its findings are to have maximum effec- 
tiveness and bear out the words of asso- 
ciation president, Dr. Lee Howard S5Sr., 
in predicting the year 1959 will be “his- 
toric in the annals of medicine and 
psychiatry in Georgia.”

School Bus Operations 
Failed To Keep Step 


While much too high a price to pay, 
the number of recent school bus acci- 
dents has led not only to an overdue 
tightening of standards for drivers but 
to the discovery of other areas of school 
transportation needing attention. 

In the latter connection a study by 
Joe DeFoor, state supervisor of school 
transportation, has resulted in a find- 
ing that many buses make daily runs 
“crowded to the danger point” while 
others operate half empty. 

This supports a further finding which 
shows that more than 100 counties with 
population declines are running the same 
number of buses as they did formerly. 

The waste in school bus operations in 
such counties and the dangerous over- 
crowding in others comprise another ex- 
ample of failure to effect changes in 
keeping with population shifts, an all 
too common deficiency in school admin- 
istration and other fields.

Barrier To Red Designs 


Nothing is changing so fast as the 
American stereotyped 
friends and allies in Latin America as 
sleepy-eyed “Pedros” snoozing in the sun 
letting the world go by. 

This mistaken mental image of South 
and Central Americans should be erased 
forever as a result of the agreement 


, in April of 21 Latin American Republics 


to establish an Inter-American Develop- 
ment Bank with a billion dollars in capi- 
tal stock. 

The United States will subscribe to 
$450,000,000 of the total capital stock and 
the remainder of the capital requirements 
will be supplied by ber nations— 
half of their obligation$ in gold, the other 
half in native currencies. 


The bank is designed to stimulate and 


to accelerate the sound economic develop- 
ment of these countries, individually and 


collectively. This Inter-American Bank 


will provide desperately needed develop- 


image of our — 


ment capital and therefore can be an 
effective barrier to Russian economic 
trade-and-aid penetration and political 
infiltration. It is patterned after the 
renowned World Bank, whose outstand- 
ingly able president is an Atlantan, Eu- 
gene L. Black. 

Of the four factors of production— 
land, labor, capital and entrepreneurship 
—Latin America is blessed with a relative 
abundance of land and labor and has her 
share of able managers. However, the 
shortage of “risk” capital has been and is 
acute, 

The sooner Latin American countries 
are provided with the capital for produc- 
tive and dynamic growth, the sooner the 
standard of living for the people will rise. 
And the sooner this happens, not only in 
Latin America but around the world, 
the better chance the West in general and 
the United States in particular will have 
of besting the Russians in this crucial 
contest on the economic battlefield.

Let’s Now Go Ahead 
With A-Powered Plane 


In the most casual of ways, an aside 
ad-libbed into a routine defense depart- 
ment speech, the United States learned 
Friday that the major barrier to put- 


ting an atomic-powered aircraft into the 


air has been broken. 

Protection of the crew and passen- 
gers from radiation was the barrier. It 
always has been possible to build an 
atom-powered plane. But until now the 
protective walls around the reactor had 
to be of materials too heavy and bulky 
for the desired kind of aircraft. A search 
long has been on in the field of rare 
metals to find a light substance which 
effectively would block radiation. 

Lt. Gen. Roscoe C. Wilson, Air Force 
deputy chief of staff, said in a speech 
that the last decision Deputy Secretary 
of Defense Donald A. Quarles had made 
before his death a week ago was to make 
an appeal to the President to order con- 
struction of an atomic aircraft. 

The President almost certainly will 
give the go-ahead. 

The United States has been concerned 
the Russians were about to put such a 
plane in the air. They may yet. But 
the idea persists that the Russians have 
not found a protective shield which 
make possible normal aircraft design and 
operation. 

Our discovery is, of course, still se- 
cret. But we rejoice at the news and 
trust that as soon as possible the Pres- 
ident will give permission to start the 
long-delayed work in which Lockheed 
Aircraft’s Dawsonville project has been 
conducting valuable experiments.

Those Bags of Plastic 
Can Snuff Out a Life 


Progress has its perils as well as its 
rewards. Witness radioactive fallout and 
plastic bags. 

Yes, plastic bags, those innocent-look- 
ing pieces of transparent plastic that are 
used for so many things nowadays. 

The stuff is dangerous to infants. So 
dangerous, in fact, that the National 
Safety Council predicts 100 children will 
die from suffocation caused by this de- 
ceptively safe-looking plastic in 1959. 

Babies love to play with this material 
and it is easy for it to work itself into 
the mouth of a youngster who has 
reached the crawling and exploring stage.

Georgian Suggests Three-School Setup 


Would Satisfy Supreme Court’s Ruling 


Thamasville — The abolition of 
the state’s public schools for any 
reason would be a disaster to mil- 
lions of deserving schoolchildren. 
But to yield to compulsory racial 
integration in those schools, with- 
out first doing everything possible 
to prevent it, would be worse. 


As federal law is now construed 
by federal courts, thére is one 
way in which a state can prevent 
both evils. Of course, Congress is 
empowered to do many things 
about it, but will not likely do any- 
thing but talk and play politics. 

If our legislators and governor 
will only study more law and less 
politics, they can find a way to 
avoid both evils by amending the 
State Constitution so as to retain 
the two old segregated schools 
and create a third school, defined 
in such a way as to be invulner- 
able to legal attack. 

That third school, to be invul- 
nerable to legal attack, must be 
defined as one “to which any 
eligible school child of any race 
or color may be admitted on the 
application of its parent or guar- 
dian with complete freedom of 
choice for all and without com- 
pulsion for any in choosing be- 
tween the two schools available to 
the parent or guardian of each 
eligible school child.” 

What is the federal law in 
point? The desegregation decision 
of 1954 outlawed nothing but com- 
pulsory segregation. Voluntary 
segregation, as here provided, 
violates no law of any kind.

Rep. Price Promises To Try 
And Hold Hearings This Year 


WASHINGTON (?—Rep. Price (D-Ill) said Sunday 
he plans to try again to hold public hearings this year 
on whether the Pentagon is guilty of foot-dragging and 
indecision in developing a nuclear-powered plane. 


The Senate-House Atomic Ener- 
gy Research and Development 
subcommittee, which Price heads, 
had scheduled its first such hear- 
ing last week. It was called off 
because of the death May 8 of 
Deputy Secretary of Defense 
Quarles, who was to have 
been the principal witness. 


Price had hoped the public air- 
ing would give the nuclear-pow- 
ered plane project a push he long 
has contended it needs. 


Members of his subcommittee 
have argued for years that feot- 
dragging at the Pentagon may 
permit the Soviet Union to score 
a propaganda victory by getting 
such a plane into the air first. 


There is some confusion now 
about just how hard Pentagon of- 
ficials intend to push the project.

The businesslike manner in which Tech’s netters fulfilled their 
conference potential was a way of saying ‘“‘thank you” to Coach 
Bortell, who postponed a major operation to be with his beloved 
players at the tournament. 


—Blemker and the Jackets Come Back 


Baseball and track produced Tech’s and the SEC’s most exciting 
team form reversals, and the league’s top candidates for individual 
comeback of the year. 


After collecting the school’s first conference baseball champion- 
ship in 1957, the diploma-depleted ’58 Yellow Jackets nose-dived on 
the field and in the standings. Five rookie regulars, including an all- 
sophomore infield, indicated this Tech edition was at least another 
year away from contender’s status. 


But Pittard’s rookies played like veterans, and finished first 
in the East with an 11-4 record. They would never have made it, 
though, without a notable comeback by senior Buddy Blemker. 


Blemker, who has become symbolic with baseball and basketbal 
victory at The Flats, didn’t lose a game in pitching Tech to the '57 
championship. But the little Indianan came on bad days in ‘58. 


Minus the gluttonous infield gloves of Johnny Menger, Lane 
Akers and Co., and these same athletes’ timely bats, Buddy’s record 
dropped to a dismal 1-6 won-lost figure in 1958. 


Discouraged, but not licked, Blemker worked harder than 
ever preparing for his last campaign. Razor-sharp physically 
and eager mentally, he won 8 and lost 2. Blemker also made 
vital hitting contributions, as his .371 average assures.

Here's. forecasting Blemker’s 
comeback won't fall short of another conference championship. 


—Brantley and Buddies Take a Second 


Next, to Tech's gritty trackmen, who rose to the occasion Satur- 
day when James Brantley delivered another lesson in courage. 


Running on a throbbing knee that might have folded under 
him at any hurdle, Brantley won the Southeastern Conference 
high hurdles and high jump. His 14.4 clocking in the highs broke 
his own school record of 14.5 and enabled him to outdistance 
LSU’s heralded Dickie Durham, who had a 14.0 regular season 
time. 


This was the same Brantley who last spring lost 40 pounds to 
illness and never negotiated the 120-yard highs in less than :15.3. 


Ed Nutting’s 54-10% in the shot put, an SEC record except for 
Auburn sophomore Dick Crane’s 55-1% pitch, seconds by Russell 
Maddox in the two mile and Bill Grantham in the high jump and 
thirds by Captain Tim Singleton in the low hurdles and Mike Veal 
in the 220 helped underdog Tech nose out Auburn and Alabama for 
second place. Tech had lost dual meets to both Alabama schools. 


Operating under handicap since jumper-of-all-trades Bill 
Ransom hurt a leg on a winter leap, Coach Norris Dean’s Jack- 
ets startled the handicappers with their SEC showing. 

Considering the heavy scholarship emphasis Tulane and LSU 
put on tennis and track, Tech finished about as high in either as any 
other conference school can expect to do. And Marse Joe's grant-in- 
aidless baseballers can take it all by beating Mississippi. 

Despite a mediocre golf season, it has been a great spring for 
the Rambling Wreck of Georgia Tech.

IDEA SWAP IS RELATIVELY NEW 
This was not always true. Back in the old days of medicine if 
a doctor stumbled onto something good, he jolly well kept it a 


secret. One of the most famous of all the secrets which were 
well kept was the use of forceps in the difficult delivery of babies. 


Peter Chamberlen the elder invented forceps sometime in the | 
latter years of the 16th century. This English doctor didn’t go to 
the Medical Society meeting and say, “Look here, fellows, what 
I've discovered!” 


No, indeed. He and his sons and his sons’ sons for five genera- 
tions and 125 years kept the secret. When called in on cases of 
difficult delivery, they would smuggle the forceps into the house. 


But when the last of the Chamberlens died in 1728. the secret 


had become known to several obstetricians, both in England and 
France. (They had to buy the information—none was given free! )

The United 
States and France have both em- 
phasized in the foreign ministers 
conference that a summit meeting 
is conditional on progress here. 


Nevertheless diplomats of all 
three Western delegations assume 
that that conference will be held. 
Discussion of it centers upon 
where it will be located — San 
Francisco or Geneva are favored 
sites—and when the heads of gov- 
ernment will meet rather than 
the fact of the conference itself. 


The Soviet proposal that the 
West negotiate settlement of Ger-| 
many’s future on the basis of a 
draft peace treaty of 48 articles, 
presented by Gromyko on Friday, 
is equally objectionable to the 
western powers. 


A US. spokesman hoped that 
this situation would produce 
“thorough discussion” by the con- 
ference of the. western position. 
Most diplomats believe that on 
the Soviet side this discussion will 
consist of an attempt by Gromyko 
to pick apart the western posi- 
tion. 


Publicly the West is determined 
to stand by the package proposal 
which includes Berlin, German 
unity and European security. But 
the view of U.S. sources as it 
was outlined Sunday night seems 
to be that if there is no break in 
the Soviet position, discussion will 
have to begin on one item of the 
package. 


The Western powers would like 


to go to the summit with an 
agreed interim arrangement on 
Berlin. 


The conclusion of such an ar- 
rangement, it was pointed out, 
would disarm Khrushchev. The 
Soviet leader’s major weapon in 
negotiation with the West on Ger- 
many is Russia’s capacity to exert 
pressure on West Berlin. 


This can be done, as U.S. and 
British diplomats point out, by 
methods which, although gradual 
and covert, would be none the 
less paralyzing to the economic 
life of West Berlin.

It was in the testimony before 
the House group, given April 30 
and released to the press over 
the weekend that Dr. Hannah 
made his remarks favorable to 
both Atlanta and Georgia. 


Preston asked Dr. Hannah 
what conclusions were reached 


in the Atlanta hearing on hous- 
ing. 


“Well, sir,” Dr. Hannah replied, 
“we concluded that there was a 
story in Atlanta that could well 
be told to the country. 


“Of course, there is some pretty 
poor Negro housing in Atlanta, 
as there is poor _. housing 
for Negroes and white folks 
in other sections of the country, 
but the Atlanta story is a very 
interesting story, and the prog- 
ress that has been made in pro- 
viding an opportunity for Ne- 
groes to acquire middle -class, 
and high-class housing—while it 
is true they are segregated in 
area—they have some very fine 
communities. 


“This has been a cooperative 
effort worked out voluntarily by 
the Negroes and the white people 
and the city leaders and the 
mayor and so on. 


“Frankly, I was surprised and 
pleased at what we found in the 
housing area in Atlanta, not be- 
cause you happen to be a native 
of Georgia, but there is a better 
opportunity provided for middle 
class and high-class housing for 
at least some of these Negroes 
in Atlanta than in many cities in 
my part of the country.”

‘This-Is-I-Me-She’ Battle 
Is as Old as Telephones 


Did you see the story, the telephone system 
in Atlanta was 80 years old the other day? It 
was a birthday rightly observed with satisfaction 
by local telephone company officials and some 
of us telephone users noted it and wished the 
system well, although we didn't go so far as to 
bake a cake or anything. 


When I read of the birthday I remembered 
Franklin Garrett's account of how 8. P. Richards, 
founder of Atlanta’s oldest business and the 
famed diarist of Battle of Atlanta days, regarded 
telephone service. In 1884 Mr. Richards got a 
telephone installed in his stationery store and 
in his home. 


His entry In his diary indicates that Mr. 
Richards, even as you and I, did not regard the 
telephone as an unmixed blessing. He wrote: 

“We have telephone communication today with 
the store and some 564 other citizens. Our store 
number is 554 and the house 564. The cost is $104 
per year. It is very convenient. I do not know 
whether it will pay or not but we must in a 
measure keep up with the times.”’ 


Mr. Garrett also recounts in his hefty “At- 
lanta and Its Environs”’ the first telephone con- 
versation, as it was reported in The Constitution 
Sept. 25, 1877. 

The first telephone was installed on the 
premises of the Western and Atlantic railroad, 
connecting Passenger Agent B. W. Wrenn’s office 
with that of the train dispatcher’s office in the 
Union depot. The workman told Mr. Wrenn the 
phone was ready for use about noon but the 
passenger agent was, as Mr. Garrett said, “‘some- 
what timorous” about using the gadget. The 
installer turned the crank and showed him how 
to use it. The railroad man placed the receiver 
to his ear and said: 

“Who's there?” 

‘“Kontz, Anton Kontz,” said a voice at the 
other end. “That's Wrenn ain't it?” 
“Yes, I'm bungry,” said Mr. Wrenn, swiftly 


perceiving the practical use of the instrument. 
“Send word to Henry Durand to get me a good 
dinner.” 


It’s not a conversation to haunt your dreams 
with its poetic quality. A bit of scripture or some- 
thing like, “What hath God wrought?” might 
have been more suitable. But I think it’s at least 
as eloquent as that all-time classic for historic 
remarks (British explorer, classification): “Dr. 
Livingstone, I presume?” 


All of which reminds me of the E. B. White 
answer to somebody who wrote a manners column 
for advice on the correct response when somebody 
calls you on the telephone and asks for you by 
name, 

“Not only is there no ‘correct’ response when 
this disagreeable thing happens, but there is no 
real response possible—in the true sense of the 
word,”’ replied Mr. White, ‘Anything you say is 
a makeshift. Hundreds of ‘responses’ have been 
tried by millions of phone users, every one has 
proved either evasive or ridiculous or rude.”’ 


He put down “This is I’ as the answer of a 
purist or a prude; “This is me,” as the answer of a 
tough; “This is Whatever-Your-Name-is” as re- 
ferring to yourself grandiloquently in the third 
person “in the manner of dictators or kings.” If 
you say, “You are,” to the caller who asked to 
speak to you, you are being rude, Mr. White, 
said, and if you say “Why?” you’re being evasive 
and prying. 

There is n@ correct response, the humorist 
concludes. “It is the most difficult and disturb- 
ing phase of one’s telephonic life.’’ 


But telephoning is young. Maybe when it’s 
older we will have solved this urgent problem— 
probably with something equally horrendous like 
having the picture of the person who answers 
the phone flash on a screen, No, I refuse to think 
of that. Better to fight the this-is-I-me-she battle. 
Anyhow, happy birthday, Telephone Company!

LIFT CORN FROM | STEW AND - NIBBLE IT FROM THE COB 


A Combination of Vegetables Makes an Excellent Meal-in-one 


‘Corn Eaters’ Can Nibble Fresh Ears 
All Year Around Now-a-Days

Americans hold the world’s 
record for a great many things 
and only one of the many is 
the “corn eaters award.” We 
are true, undisputed, died-in-the- 
wool, corn-on-the-cob lovers, 
and the more we chomp the bet- 

ter our skill becomes. 


Now-a-days corn eaters are 
about year-around participants. 


Not too many years ago they 
had to divide the ‘eating year 
into two equal parts. There 
are two or three contented but- 
tery months, from July to 
September, when the vegetable 
was ample. The remzinder of 
the year was a long and lean 
stretch, waiting for the next 
crop of green corn. 


Now to the rescue comes 
science and technology. They’ve 
fixed it up so that fresh sweet 
corn is coming in from Florida 
right now, and has been for 
some time. Not only that, but 
you can get corn most months 
of the year. 


Bringing tender young sweet 
corn to market almost year 
around hasn’t been some rabbit- 
out-of-the-hat trick. It’s taken 
all kinds of plant research and 
mountains of cracked ice. That 
delicate flavor, which sets us 
chomping so happily, is highly 
perishable. Sweet corn can lose 
half its milky goodness if stored 
for only one day at summer 
heat, but when properly chilled 
and iced to 32 it retains 80% 
of its delectable sweetness for 
four days. Even so, growers and 
distributors get that corn to you 
on the double. This care has 
paid off, for the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture tells us that 
total production of fresh sweet 
corn is due to the excellencé of 
corn has increased two-thirds 
since before World War II.

When buying corn, look for 
fresh, green husks. If the 
grocer will permit the test, 
expect to find bright, plump, 
milky kernels just firm enough 
to offer slight resistance to pres- 
sure. Buy it in all confidence, 
rush it home and pop it in a 
film bag or the hydrator of your 
refrigerator until just before 
serving time. Actual cooking in 
boiling water takes not much 
more than five minutes.

SCREEN ACTRESS AND MAGAZINE MODEL 


Who Is Kve? 


By Bill Pope 


Let’s call this epic “All About Eve from Geor- 
gia,”” even though the reader may end up knowing 
no more about the central character than he did 
at the start. 


“Eve” is Eve Meyer, the star of a little film 
opus called “Operation Dames,”’ which opens Thurs- 
day at the Paramount as half of a double bill. The 
movie itself probably won't be in the Academy 
Award lineup next year, but never mind that—it’ll 
net some good cash for American-International and 
that’s good for the trade. 


A short biography of Eve in the press book has 
this to say: 

“Beautiful blonde Hollywood glamour girl Eve 
Meyer was once tow-headed Evelyn Turner of 
Cellege Park, Ga. As a youngster in the Atlanta 
suburb, little Evie dreamed of one day going to 
the glamour capital of the world. 


“After an elementary school education at Sunny- 
side, Eve went on to Spaulding (sic) High School in 
Griffen (sic), Ga., where she graduated in 1945 with 
honors. Eve was not only outstanding scholastic- 
ally during her school years, but was also well 
known for her extracurricular activities. She was 
an officer in the Key Club, the Spanish Club and 
played in the school band. 


“Her natural inclination continued to be towards 
the drama and she starred in the senior play. Eve 
wanted to go on to college and study drama but 
due to family circumstances, it was necessary to 
get a job, and the first one she was able to obtain 
was with Western Union.” 

(An oldtimer in the Atlanta Western Union of- 
fice remembered that she had joined the com- 
pany in August, 1945, as a telephone operator 


and stenographer and transferred to the San Fran- 
cisco office a year later.) 


There is more: 

“Her fondest memories of her family are of out- 
door picnics and fishing expeditions together. Their 
favorite spot for these activities was the Flint 
River. Eve was the tomboy of the family because 
she loved all sports no matter how rough. 


“When Eve was old enough to go dating, her 
idea of a perfect evening was to see a movie star- 
ring Clark Gable or Claudette Colbert, then to Pied- 
mont Park and top the whole evening off with a 
snack at the Yellow Jacket Drive-In. 

“Miss Meyer is an inveterate reader of novels

and disposes of on the average five a week. Her 
favorite book is Margaret Mitchell’s ‘Gone Witk 
the Wind,’ which she has read about five times.” 


Here is what we learned from the superintend- 
ent of Griffin High School, which absorbed Spalding 
High several years ago: 


Eve was born Dec. 13, 1928. Her record bears 
the name Evelyn Eugene Turner. Her mother’s 
name is listed as Lucille Neill Turner, her fath- 
er’s as Robert Aaron Turner. At the time, Eve’s 
mother’s occupation was listed on the record as 
textile worker. Her father was with the U.S. 
Army, no rank given. Eve herself graduated in 
May, 1945, ranking eighth scholastically out of a 
class of 43. 


After several false starts, Eve’s younger sister, 
now Mrs. Lloyd Akin of Griffin, was located by 
phone. She said she still heard from Eve occa- 
sionally by letter and that Eve was doing quite 
well as a fashion model for national magazines and 
actress and that she is married to Russ Meyer, a 
prominent commercial photographer. (An office 
know-it-all had clued us in on that much beforehand. ) 


Later, we were able to contact Eve’s mother, 
now Mrs. Robert Slattey, of Americus, who had just 
returned from the hospital after a bout of sickness. 


“Yes,” she said; “I knew Evie’s picture was 
coming te Atlanta. It makes me so proud. I wish 


I could come up for the premiere, but I don’t 
know if I can make it. She’s made five or six 
pictures, but I’ve never seen them.” 


Shortly after arriving in San Francisco, Mrs. 
Slattey recalled, Eve left Western Union and went 
to work in a law office, going to school at night. 
In 1952 she met and married Russ Meyer. Mrs. 
Slattey visited the couple that year in their “beau- 
tiful 2-story brick’? home in Hollywood. 


“I saw Evie two years ago. She and her hus- 
band came through here to see us. I’m so proud 
of her. She was always reading books when she 
was little. She always wanted to be a model and 
act. I wish she could come to the premiere in At- 
lanta, but her last letter says she’s in Nassau.” 


Well, that’s about all I can tell you about Eve 
Meyer, nee Evelyn Turner, except that she really 
was born in College Park and only lived there 
about a year before the family moved to Griffin. 


There seemed to be no real point in going any 
further. Already it looked like a pretty good success 
story. Maybe Eve will come to Atlanta soon and 
finish it for us.

“Ding Ho means ‘the very best’ 
in Chinese, and that’s what we try 
to give here, both in food and 
service,’ said George Kung, one 
of the two Oriental gentlemen who 
opened the Ding Ho restaurant at 
26% Cain street 13 years ago. The 
other is Tom Wong, who interests 
himself mainly in the business end 
of the enterprise, while Mr. Kung 


looks after the management of 
their Chinese-American restau- 
rant. 

The Ding Ho features both g@ — 
American and Cantonese cooking, a oe ss 
with the accent on the latter, es- ss 3 
pecially in the evening hours. Gee: 

Anyone who has eaten Chinese Sa 


cooking usually remarks en the j 
crispness of the vegetables in the } 
various dishes. How is this 
achieved? 


“We cook the vegetables only © 
about three minutes,’’ Mr. Kung 
explained. “In most Cantonese 
dishes a meat or fish is com- 
bined with various vegetables 
and spices. The meat is first 
cooked in the desired manner, 
and then the other ingredients 
are mixed in and cooked a very 
short time on our Chinese 
range.” 


This Chinese stove is an inter- 
esting apparatus. It consists of a 
series of kettle-like receptacles to 
which a high gas-flame is ap- 

plied from the bottom with in- 
ssa heat. The chefs stand in a 
row over this series of kettles, 
each one preparing his particu- 
lar exotic dish. The Ding Ho, in- 
cidentally, has six chefs, all of 
them Chinese. 


to be a year old at birth, and then 
on each New Year's Day he be- 
comes one year older.

In answer to a question as to 
whether Chow Mein and Chop 
Suey are Chinese dishes or merely 
Occidental versions of Oriental 
cooking, Mr. Kung explained that 
these two popular dishes are ac- 
tually Chinese in origin. As us- 
ually served in America, however, 
they are not true examples of 
Cantonese culinary artistry. For 


Mr. Kung, himself, came to the 
United States from China in 1925, 
when he was 15 years old by Chi- 
nese reckoning and 14 by our 
method of telling age.

These consist of diced chicken, 
shrimp, and roast pork, together 
with finely chopped Chinese vege- 
tables, rolled in paper-thin pastry 
skins of water chestnut flour and 
wheat flour, and fried. Then just 
before eating, hot mustard and a 
sweet fruit sauce are spread on. 


Mr. Kung described some of his 
most popular Cantonese special- 
ties. 


Sweet-and-sour dishes are prom- 
inent In Cantonese cooking. Mr. 
Kung says this piquant method 
of preparing foods is becoming 
more and more accepted, even 
in American dishes. He makes 
his sweet-and-sour sauce by 
cooking until thick a mixture of 
water, pineapple juice, sweet 
syrup, sugar, honey, ginger, 
garlic, tomato paste, and vinegar. 


Another of the Ding He 
features is a cemplete, 12-course 
Chinese feast. Persons desiring 
to partake of this glittering 
repast must notify Mr. Kung 
at least a day in advance, as 
he and his chefs go all out te 
furnish the most rare and 
exotic Cantonese dishes possible. 


And after being present at one 
of these feasts, almost any 
gourmet worth his soy sauce 
acquires for the foods at Ding Ho 
what Confucius might say is Far 
Gone Yen.
